Industry is crowding the De Witt Clinton district along 
the Hudson River. The district lost nearly 10,000 popula- 
tion in the decade between 1930 and 1940. Twelfth 
Avenue is packed with automotive dealers of various 
kinds — tire, accessories, repair shops. The New York Cen- 
tral Railroad has extensive yards from 59th Street to 70th 
Street along the Hudson River. The world's largest pas- 
senger liners dock at the big piers extending along the 
river front. Low rental dwellings make up most of the 
housing facilities. Many tenements have been torn down 
for a housing project between 61st and 64th Streets. The 
Negroes in the district live north of 58th Street. Most of 
the retail stores are on Tenth Avenue and Amsterdam 
Avenue. 
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
